Waste of Natural Resources. 


The conference of the governors of the States and Territories 


now in progress at the White Hotise, which has assumed a national 
character through the presence in it of experts skilled in the develop- 
ment of the natural resources or! the country and other distinguished 
men as delegates in response to the President's special invitation, is 
riveting: the attention of not only this country but-the civilized world 
at large to the enormous waste that has occurred and is still in 
progress in the utilization of these resources and the urgent neces- 
sity that exists for the immediate action of adopting means for their 
economical conservation. 


In his address at the conference, James J. Hill, president of the 


Great Northern Railroad, dwelt upon the raid which is being made 
' on'tne gregficjes*? dlthe Northwest, whose exhaustion is definitely 
determiriable and actually -ifr sight. Indeed, Mr. Hill predicts "that 
within the n«xt ten years some of the varieties of ^merchantable 
timber in these forests will have been entirely destroyed by the lum- 
berman if the present methods of harvesting is continued unre- 
strained 
It has, of course," been the fixed p'olicy of the national 


government to arrest the denudation of the forested public lands bj 
the creation of national reserves, and no President has been more 
active than Roosevelt in carrying out this policy since it was 
adopted. 
And in his address at the opening of the conference he 


advocated the adoption of the principle instituted by the people of 
Maine in the interest of forest conservation and sustained by the 
Supreme Court of that State to the effect that "the property rights 
of the individual are subordinate to the rights of the community 
and especially that the waste of wild timber land derived original!) 
from the State, involving as it would the impoverishment of flic 
State and its people and thereby defeating one great purpose of gov- 
ernment may properly be prevented by State restrictions." 


State Geologist White of West V rgmia dwelt on the enormous 


waste of fuel through the non-utilization of natural gas escaping 
in the process of mining for mineral oil, in which he made the fol- 
lowing startling statement: "There can be no doubt that for ever\ 
barrel 01 oil taken from the earth there have been wasted more than 
ten times its equivalent in either heating power, or weight even, of 
this, the best of all fuels, and also that much more than half of tins 
frightful waste could have been avoided by proper care in oil produc- 
tion and slight additional expenditures." 


Andrew Carnegie pointed out that through the improvident 


methods of coal mining since the industry started, eighty-eight year* 
ago, the output has aggregated over 7,500,000,000 tons, while the 
.•waste to obtain it has been in.the neighborhood of 9,000,000,000 tons, 
all of which is now irrecoverable. 


These are only a few examples of the manner in which our 


natural resources are being wasted, but they are of such a character 
that they will stagger every thoughtful citizen and convince him 
that no time should be lost in stopping the waste through the agencj 
Of effective legfslation to save the nation from entering on a career 
of irredeemable decadence.

of what has been said In the conference 
regarding the necessity for united action, 
which will result in the preservation of 
the. natural resources of' the country. 
Endorses President. 


It heartily recommends the action of 


President Roosevelt in calling the confer- 
ence and recommends that future confer- 
ences of a like character be called by 
the President at such times as conditions 
should warrant and Ills Judgment shall 
sanction. 
Legislation by Congress and 


States Is suggested not specifically, but 
along general lines to further the ends 
sought. 
It also suggested that 'the States 


Individually put the subject into the hands 
of competent commissions. 
The resolu- 


tions -were received with hearty approval. 


After they had been read, Governor 


Blanchard stated that It had been the 
purpose o£ tha commltteeUo prepare reso- 
lutions on broad, liberal lines of national 
scope, and it had purposely avoided mak- 
ing specific recommendations or advocat- 
ing any permanent form of organization 
for the conference. 
Question of Meeting. 


Governor Glenn suggested that the gov- 


ernors meet in conference with the Pres- 
fdent whenever one-third of the gover- 
nors requested it 


That there was nothing In the declara- 


tion which has been adopted to prevent 
the governors from forming an Independ- [ 
ent organization was the view of Gover- 
nor Davidson 'of Wisconsin who spoke 
briefly to that point. 
It was much bet- 


ter, 
he said, to have the President left 


independent of any organization of the 
governors to have a governors' organisa- 
tion independent of the legislature. 


Governor Folk of Missouri, in support- 


ing the suggestion of Governor Glenn, 
said he did so because of his objection to 
taking any action which might hereafter 
form a precedent. 
He expressed th« 


highest regard for the office of the Pres- 
ident of the United 6tates and a high per- 
{sonal regard for its present occupant. 
However, he said, the present occupant 
"cannot always be President" (laughter). 
Curtailing Power. 


"Suppose," continued Governor Folk, 


that some time In the future there should 
be some man in that office who would 
want to use his power as might be ob- 
tained from a gathering of governors to 
coerce congress, for instance, into adopt- 
ing some law (laughter). 
Now, while, 


we all think that the 'Big Stick' once in a 
while is a mighty good thing (applause) I 
don't know what men hereafter may have 
that instrument in their hands, and so I, 
for on>, oin unwilling to -commit/not my- 
self, but the man who may follow me as 
governor of Missouri to something which 
may hereafter be used merely as an in- 
strument to accomplish the -will of the 
President." 
Folk's Quip. 


Governor Noel interrupted Governor 


Folk as he was about lo conclude by 
asking him if he thought it was not the 
proper courtesy for the governors to In- 
dicate that future conferences should be 
held. 


"The governor is frpnvMi**isstppi," re- 


sponded Governor Folk, "and knows of 
aottOieni hospitality. 
Doea he think'it 


proper for a guest' to Indicate to his host 
that he receive another invitation for a 
visit?" (lauftiter).:'

Clearly we may use the proper revenues 
of our Inheritance, but surely we should 
not rob our successors of their share in 
it. To answer this fundamental problem, 
let us turn nt once to the basal factors- 
rainfall, soil -formation and soil wastage. 
The rainfall In to be regarded as an In- 
hsrlte'd asset; the soil Is clearly an In- 
herited asset; even a little soil-removal 
may be regarded 
an 
advantage, but 


reckless soil wastage Is a serious error. 


Committeemen Want Help. 


H. A. Jastro of California was ill and 


his speech was read by "W, C, Barnes of 
iTexas. 


Jnstro's paper discussed the grazing 


problem in the Southwest, a probiem re 
suiting from the wasteful methods -of- tho 
early settlers. 
He said the cattlemen are 


at last aroused to the fact that better 
triethods must be found or their busi- 
ness, valued at J100,000,000, will be 
ruined. He said: 


"I wish to draw attention to some 
needed national legislation in the in- 
terest of the organization 
which I 


represent. 


"First—A just and equitable leaae 


law should be passed that will control 
the stock grazing lands from the Mis- 


slss|ppi to the Pacific. 
"Second—The third, section of the 


Dingley act should lie so> amended as 
to allow for any part of 30 per cent 
reduction which the law puts on for 
trading purposes as may be necessary 
to secure favorable admission to Eu- 
ropean countries of such commodities 
as cattle, fresh meat and other ani- 
mals, farm and 'manufactured 
pro- 


ducts. 
"Third—There should be authorized 


a non-partisan commission whose duty 
It shall be to report to the next Con- 
gress a tariff schedule, fair to all in- 
terests, nnd framed on such lines as 
will secure for us the best foreign 
markets. 
"Fourth—Laws should be enacted 


making it tho duty of railroads to pro- 
vide sufficient 
facilities to 
perform 


with dispatch their duties as common 
carriers, in furnishing cars and trans- 
portatlng all 
freight, Including 
live 


stock, and providing all conveniences 
necessary to different classes and dif- 
ferent kinds of freight, under penalty 
of a specific damage sustained by the 
shippers." 
Long's Address. 


H. A. Long of Kansas City spoke of 


tho conservation 
arid perpetuation of 


forests, which he said might be accom- 
plished in the following -ways; 
"First: 
The government could, by a 


contractual relation with the owners of 
the forests where lumbering operations 
are not being carried on (who constitute 
at least 80 per cent of the timber hold- 
ings of the United States) provide that 
conservation and reforestation should ba 
practiced under rules prescribed by ths 
Forestry Department 
and 
assess the 


cost thereof against the timber lands 
proportionately. 
v, 
- 


To Protect Forests. 


"These rules should provide that the 


lumbering operations, so far as conser- 
vation and 
reforestation 
-were 
con- 


cerned, should be conducted under gov- 
ernmental control; that no more timber 
should be cut 
than 
necessary, 
thus 


maintaining such uniformity of prices as 
would justify the 
operator 
to utilize 


every log the tree would produce; that 
c-nly trees of a certain size should be 
cut; 
that seed, trees should be left; that 


the young growth should be protected. 


"Second: A plan might be worked out 


jointly between the owners of the timber 
lands and the government, 
by 
which 


conservation and reforestation would be 
practiced along such lines as the gov- 
ernment might 
lay down, 
as outlined 


above, and the timber owners be pro- 
tectert ln> the prices of all land cut over 
and-handled under the conditions pre- 
scribed.

ORGANIZATION NEEDED. 


Organization is what la needed in tho 


ranks of the promoters. What would be- 
come of baseball If the ranks were as 
poocly organised as are the fight pro- 
moters. 
The game that attracts crowds 


of 80,000 woiu.d fall into what our friend, 
GroVer Cleveland calls Innocous deseue- 
tude and surely as a sport It has more 
to recommend It than prize fighting. 
What's the matter with the promoters
